President Ader to Confer

PARIS '(Wednesday) — President 


Ador of Switzerland,, who arrived 
here from' Berne today before he 
meets President Wilson tomorrow, 
irill confer with President Poincare, 
premier Clemenceau, and possibly 
Premier Lloyd George. 


He comes to Paris bearing- an of- 


ficial statement of the tiews of the 
9 wins government on pending inter- 
national questions, which will be laid 
before the peace congress.

"1—Switzerland expects to 'be ad- 


mitted to the peace negotiations; as 
far as they will deal with her own 


^ interests or with problems of gen- 


eral importance. 
Exclusion from 


deliberations on problems of the 
league of nations would be consider- 
ed by the Swiss people as inconsist- 
ent with the principles of democracy. 
Neutral states have suffered severe- 
ly in consequence •'of the war. 
All 


have been able, 'especially in .the 
case of Switzerland, to render con- 
siderable service to humanity.', 


"2—Switzerland highly approves 


of the creation of a league of-na- 
tions for preserving peace and ex- 
pect£ from it a complete reform oi 
international relations. Consequent- 
ly the maintenance of peace must be 
founded upon a general interdiction 
to parties in conflict not to resort to 
arms. . International conflicts must 
as far as their character allows, be 
solved either by arbitration tribunals 
or by a permanent interna'tiona 
court offering every guarantee of po- 
litical independence. 'Other inter- 
national disputes must be snbmittoe 
to a procedure of mediation through 
which lasting settlements1' on the 
basis of equity and justice can be 
arrived at.
